For 
instance,  Peas,  Beet,  Onion,  Radish,  etc.,  etc.,  will  germinate  rapidly  at  a tempera- 
ture of  from  45  to  50  per  cent.,  while  Beans,  Corn,  Cucumber,  Melon,  etc.,  if  sown 
at  the  same  time,  would  undoubtedly  rot  in  the  ground,  or  if  m some  protected 
corners  a few  came  up,  they  would  be  weak  and  sickly  plants.  If  the  ground 
becomes  baked  after  a heavy  rain,  it  should  be  broken  lightly  with  a rake,  other- 
wise the  young  shoots  will  never  force  their  way  through.  Again,  there  are 
other  causes  for  failure  even  after  the  seed  has  germinated,  insects  attack  the 
young  plants  and  often  destroy  them  entirely  before  they  are  discovered,  or  a 
sudden  drop  in  the  temperature  or  a continuous  drying  wind,  may  stunt  their 
growth  or  destroy  the  plants  altogether.  Realizing  the  above  facts,  no  one  can

— Sow  in  a hotbed  in  early  spring,  or  the  seed  may  be  sown  in 
shallow  boxes  and  placed  in  a window,  when  one  does  not  wish  to  have  the  trouble 
of  making  a hotbed.  Transplant  to  the  open  ground  when  all  danger  of  frost  is 
past,  setting  the  plants  3 or  4 feet  apart  each  way.  Some  support  should  always 
he  provided  for  the  vines,  to  keep  the  fruit  from  touching  the  ground.
